LEON  TROTSKY  ANNOUNCES 
THAT  WITHDRAWAL  IS  REAL 


All  Agreements  With  Former  Allies  Are  Thrown 
Away  —  Some  Misgivings  as  to  Possihle 
Attacks  by  Teutons — Developments 
in  the  South  Are  Uncertain 


AMSTERDAM,  Feb.  15.— That  Germany  and  Austria 
were  still  at  war  with  Russia  was  the  belief  expressed  by 
Dr.  Richard  von  Kuehlmann,  the  German  Foreign  Secre- 
tary, at  the  concludinjj;  session  of  the  recent  peace  confer- 
ence at  Brest  Litovsk,  after  Leon  Trotzky,  the  Bolsheviki 
Foreign  Minister,  had  made  his  final  statement  that  Russia 
was  out  of  the  war  and  her  armies  would  be  demobilized, 
but  that  she  would  desist  from  signing  a  iormal  peace 
treaty. 

The  acts  of  war,  Dr.  von  Kuehlmann  said,  ended  when 
Russia  and  the  Teutonic  allies  signed  the  armistice,  but 
when  the  armistice  ended  the  warfare  must  be  revived.  He 
added  that  because  one  or  two  of  the  contesting  parties 
had  demobilized  their  armies,  this  fact  wotild  in  nowise  alter 
the  situation.

GENEVA,  Feb.  16.— M.  Holzemann 
Maximalist  envoy  to  Switzerland  who 
has  Just  arrived  here,  says  In  an  in- 
terview with  the  Socialist  Newspaper 
Sentlentelle.  that  the  Ukraine  peace  Is 
valueless  because  the  Rada  does  not 
reppeeent  the  Ukrainian  people.  He 
believed  that  if  the  Russians  refuse 
to  accept  Germany's  conditions  the 
German  soldiers  on  the  Russian  front 
win  refuse  to  resume  fighting,  since 
they  desire  peace  as  much  aa  the 
Btusiftiii.

Feb.  15  — By  virtue 
of  the  treaty  with  the  Ukraine  by 
which  the  status  'quo  ante  of  the 
frontiers  between  Austria-Hungary 
and  Russia  la  esubllshed.  the  Aus- 
tro-Hungarlan  troops  Wednesday  en- 
tered Brstdy  and  took  peaceful  pos- 
sessloii  bit  the  town,  says  a  dispatch 
from  Vienna.

BERLIN.  Feb.  16, — ^Russia's  ^tfc- 
drawal  from  the  war  was  a  real 
withdrawal  and  the  throwing  away  of 
all  acTCamMita  with  h«r  foriner  Al- 
lies, laid  Xi*en  TrotBkt^  the  Bolshe- 
viki Foreign  Minister  In  reporting  to 
the  All-Russian  Workmen's  and  Sol- 
diers' Cotlncile  on  the  result  of  the 
Brest  Litovsk  conference,  according 
to  a  Russian  wireless  received  here. 

The  dispatch  says  the  councils  ap- 
proved Trotaky's  policy. 

The  wireless  communication  says: 

"M.  Trotsky  yesterday  reported  to 
th«  AU'RuMlan  Central  BxeoaUve 
Committee  ot  the  Oounells  the  ^e- 
e«lts  of  the  Brest  JUt^nk  nagotla-' 
ttons.  All  parties.  Including  the  op- 
position groups,  recognised  that  the 
decision  taken  by  the  commissioners 
was  th^  only  correct  and  dignified 
e«t«era«  of  the  newly  eeeated  inter- 
national situation. 

"The  question  of  the  possibility  of 
a  Gorman  offensive  against  Russia 
was  discussed.  Nearly  all  present 
were  of  the  opinion  that  It  was  very 
Improbable  but  uttered  warnings 
against  unlimited  opUmlsm  in  this 
direction,  because  the  ettreme  an- 
nexationist groups  in  Germany  might 
force  the  Ooremment  to  new  of- 
fensive. 

.  "All  ihe  spsftltMa  MVreased  con- 
fidence that  the  maase*  of  the  peo- 
ples of  Oermany  and  Austria-Hun- 
gary would  not  permit  new  blood- 
shed on  the  Russian  front,  for  such 
an  offensive  would  have  the  charac- 
ter of  an  open  raid  fbr  plunder. 

"IL  Tretslty  eoiuplsted  his  report 
with  the  statement  that  Russia  was 
withdrawing  from  the  war,  not  only 
in  appearance,  but  in  reality,  was 
throwing  away  all  agreem%nts  with 
her  former  AllleSi  and.  as  regards 
thm  war  la  progress  was  reserving  for 
hsrwtf  frssdom  with  respeet  to  both 
sides  in  her  revolutionary  policy. 

"The  councils  adopted  the  resolu- 
tion and  approved  the  whole  policy 
of  the  Brest  Utovsk  delegaUon." 


BRITISH  FORCES  GAIN 
ON  PALESTINE  FRONT 

LONDON.  Feb.  15.— The  British 
forces  In  Palestine  yesterday  made  an 
advance  northeast  of-  Jerusalem,  the 
War  Ofllce  announcee.  The  state- 
ment foUows: 

"Testevday  we  advaaesd  our  line 
on  a  front  Of  sis  miles  to  an  average 
depth  of  two  miles  on  either  side  of 
the  village  of  Mukhmas,  llVi  miles 
northeast  of  Jerusalem. 

"Little  opposition  was  experienced. 

"A  minor  enemy  enterprise  against 
one  of  our  posts  about  four  miles 
northwest  of  Jerusalem  waa  repulsed 
after  it  had  reached  within  bombing 
distance.  A  few  prisoners  were 
taken."

IvONDON,  Feb.  15.— The  Board  of 
Trade  flgures  for  January  show  an  in- 
crease in  Imports  as  compared  with  the 
corresponding  month  last  year  of 
£8,461.000  and  a  decrease  In  exports  of 
16.194,000.  Imports  of  raw  materials, 
metal  manufactured  articles  and  mis- 
cellaneous comDioditlen  Increased  by 
{13,000.000,  but  food  Imports  decreased 
by  £6,000,000.  The  December  Imports 
was  mainly  Iq  manufactured  goods.

CANADIAN  ARMY  HEADQUAR- 
TERS IN  FRANCE.  Feb.  15. — On  the 
eve  of  an  historic  dinner  to  com- 
memorate the  arrival  of  the  first 
Canadian  division  in  France,  three 
yeHm  ato^  .  the  <!anadians  raided  the 
enemy  Iln4s  ne«r  Hill  to.  and  in 
front  of  Lens,  capturing  a  total  of 
10  prisoners  and  two  machine  guns. 
At  approximately  the  same  time,  far 
south  near  H«Klcourt.  other  Canad- 
ians again  crosned  1.000  yards  of  No 
Man's  Land,  took  13  inls-dnors  and 
two  machine  guns,  destroyed  four 
trench  mortars  and  bombed  the  enS' 
my's  front  and  support  lines. 

The  raid  In  the  Hill  70  seetor, 
whloh  was  earrled  out  early  yester* 
day,  was  supported  by  a  heavy  bar- 
rage from  our  artillery,  to  which  the 
enemy  replied  with  straggly  artillery 
fire.  Hf>  also  offered  strong*  resist- 
ance with  machine  gun  and  rifle  fire: 
but  our  veteran  troops  broke  into 
the  line,  returning  with  six  prison- 
ers and  two  machine  guns,  as  proof 
of  the  sneeeas  of  the  op«ratlan. 


At  t  o'clock  this  morning.  In  front 
of  Lena.  Canadian  troope,  operating 
tn  two  partlee,  gave  the  nervous 
enemy  another  decisive  taste  of  Can- 
adian mettle.

ing appreciation  of  the  valuable  ser- 
vices at  Paaschendaele  and  in  other 
historic  combats  In  the  salient.  Four- 
teen Canadian  oiBeera  were  decorated 
by  General  tf.  8.  Home,  command- 
ing the  fliat  anay,  with  the  Belgium 
Crofac  de  Ouerra.  The  same  decora- 
tion has  beau  awarded  to  six  other 
offloers  and  117  non-commiasloned 
alBears  and  men. 

Men  of  First  Force 
Tonight  more  than  100  officers  of 
the  original  first  expeditionary  force, 
who  landed  in  France  in  the  middle 
of  February.  1»15.  met  at  dinner,  to 
commemorate  their  arrival  three 
yearn  ago.  while  at  the  first  of  the 
week  the  flrat  batch  of  naarried  N.

MORE  SUCCESSES 

GAINED  BY  ALUES 


Both  Sides  Make  Ofalm  !o  Ad- 
vantage tn  Aerial  Operations 
—Enemy  Alleges  a  Great 
Number  #  VIctorleSi 


PARIS,  Feb.  16.— The  offlclal  state- 
ment from  the  French  War  Ofllce  Is- 
sued tonight  says: 

"On  both  sides  of  the  Meuse  tn  the 
Woevre  region  and  in  the  Vosges 
MountalnH  there  have  been  spirited  ar- 
tillery engagrements.  Two  raids  on  our 
lines  along  the  Chaume  wood  sector 
were  arrested  by  our  fire. 

"Eastern  theatre.  Feb.  14.— West  of 
the  Vardar  two  raids  ui^on  our  positions 
were  defeated.  West  of  Ochrlda  a 
French  reconnalnBance  dl.sp«rsed  Aus- 
trian detachments  and  captured  three 
prisoners.  There  were  reciprocal  ar- 
tillery actions  north  of  Monastir," 

The  day  statemont  f6llows: 

"Detachments  of  French  troops  last 
night  penetrated  the  Oerman  lines 
northeuat  of  Courcy  and  returned  with 
a  dozen  prlnoners  and  one  machine  gun. 

"In  the  Champagne  a  lively  artillery 
duel  waa  maintained  throughout  the 
night,  notably  In  the  sector  of  the 
Butte  du  MesnlL  Prisoners  taken  by 
the  ileench  at  thhi  point  on  February 
if  numbered  119, 

"On  the  right  bank  Of  the  Meuse  and 
In  the  Woevre  the  night  was  marked 
by  violent  bombardments.  In  Upper 
Alsace  the  French  repulsed  a  Oerman 
raid  south  of  Beppols. 

"Elsewhere  the  night  was  calm. 

"Aviation — On  the  night  of  February 
12-11.  Fren<$h  aerial  squadrons  dropped 
4,500  kllograina  «t  projectiles  on  the 
railroad  stations  at  Thionvllle.  Con- 
flans,  Schemblea,  Mets  and  Sablons. 
Fires  and  explosions  were  observed  at 
the  stations  at  BehaMbles,  Mats  and 
Sablons." 

BritWh  Wont 

LONDO.V,  Feb.  IB.— The  official 
communication  Issued  by  the  British 
War  Office  this  evening  aaya: 

"Early  this  morning  aWLujaf  enr 
patrols  m/'j^miA  a  Oermaliwvrttlng 
party  east  of  Loos,  which  was  dis- 
persed by  machine  gun  Are.  On 
other  parts  of  the  front  the  patrols 
again  brought  back  a  number  of 
prisoners. 

"The  hostile  artillery  has  been 
more  active  than  usual  during  the 
day  between  Oonaeaaeourt  and  the 
Scarpa  River  and  also  In  the  Lens 
sector.  Some  activity  also  was  shown 
last  night  and  again  today  north  of 
Ypres." 

Following  is  today's  official  an- 
nouncement: 

"The  enemy's  artillery  showed 
considerable  activity  early  In  the 
night  against  our  front  line  in  the 
Qneant  sector.  Apart  from  patrol 
encounters  in  the  region  of  Lens,  in 
which  we  secured  prisoners,  there  is 
nothing  further  to  report. 

"Yesterday  morning  an  attack  by 
a  Cterman  raiding  party  on  a  Belgian 
post  east  of  Merokem  was  Sliooess- 
fully  repulsed." 


BE3RLIN,  Feb.  The  following  of- 
ficial eommunloation  was  Issued  yester- 
day by  the  War  Office. 

"Army  of  Crown  Prince  Rupprecht — 
There  has  been  artillery  and  mine 
fighting  on  Isolated  sectors.  Detach- 
ments of  a  naval  division  captured  two 
officers  and  twenty-six  men  as  the  re- 
sult of  a  reconnoitring  attack  against 
the  Belgian  lines  southwest  of  Maana- 
kansvere. 

"Army  of  Oerman  Crown  Prince— 
Northwest  and  east  of  Rhelms  there 
has  been  great  reconnolterlng  activity 
on  the  part  of  the  enemy.  In  the  region 
of  Prunay  and  southeast  of  Tahure 
lively  artillery  duel*  have  devtloped.

BOLO  PASHA  RESTS 

IN  CONDEMNED  CELL 


FARU.  Fab.  IB.— Boto  Pasha,  wha 
yesterday  was  convicted  by  a  oenrt- 
martial  for  treason  and  sentenced  to 
death,  today  appealed  from  the  ver- 
dict of  the  Court  of  Cassation. 

Bolo  waa  dressed  in  prison  garb 
and  was  taken  to  the  death  eell  on 
his  return  to  prison.  Ho  pssssii  a 
reatlees  night,  but  waa  apparently 
hopeful  that  the  decision  may  be  re- 
versed on  appaal,'  ha  said  ta  the 
guards. 

One  of  theee  is  supposed  to  be  the 
aUegation  that  a  witness  for  the 
praaaetttlon  was  aaan  daring  a  recess 
in  the  trial  in  oonversatlon  with  the 
president  of  the  court-martial  and 
the  Government  counsel. 

Bolo's  tlrst  Inquiry  this  morning 
was  whether  his  neighbors  in  plson 
had  been  informed  of  the  verdict.  He 
was  told  that  Joseph  Call|ia>u'  was 
astonished  at  his  conviction.  There 
were  many  Wallers  at  the  prison  this 
morning,  but  none  were  admitted,  as 
nolo  was  subjected  to  strict  prison 
regulations  and  was  constantly  under 
the  eyes  of  the  death  watch.  He  was 
handcuffed  when  taken  out  for  eSer* 
else  and  when  brought  into  court. 

Deputy  Bmlle  Constant  today  an- 
nounced that  he  would  interpellate 
Che  Government  on  what  he  termed 
the  Irregularities  and  delays  In  the 
offlclal  Investigation  of  the  Bolo  Pasha 
aflTair.

MONTREAL.  Feb.  16.— The  number  of 
Infants  known  to  have  perished  in  the

Ottawa  Announces  That  No 
Additional  Salmon  Canning 
Licences  Will  Be  issued 
This  Year— Other  Decisions 


OTTAWA.  Feb.  16. — The  following 
Official  statement  with  regard  to  the 
salmon  fisheries  of  British  Columbia 
was  handed  out  this  evening  by  the  production 
Minister  of  the  NavMl  Service: 

"After  a  conference  with  his  of- 
flcialB  with  regard  to  the  n-egiilatlons 
and  policy  to  govern  the  salmon  tlsh- 
eriea  In  district  No.  2,  British  Co- 
lumbia, during  whloh  the  whole  mat- 
ter was  thoroughly  considered.  Col. 
Ballantyne,  Minister  of  the  Naval 
Service  regehed  tll«  following  de- 
cisions: 

"1 — intat  HO  ll<wnee«  for  salmon 
canners  la  addition  to  thoee  already 
authorised  will  be  granted  this  year. 
This  decision  was  r»"-ached  becausw  It 
waa  found  that  the  existing  canner- 
ies can  more  than  take  care  of  all 
the  aalmon  that  may  bs  allowed  to 
be  caught.  It  is  recognised  that  If 
the  privilege  Is  thus  restricted,  those 
engaging  In  canning  should  be  re- 
quired to  pay  into  the  public  treasury 
a  fair  proportion  of  their  prodts.  As 
the  system  of  accounting  amongst 
the  oanners  Is  so  diverslfled.  It  Is  im- 
possible now  to  determine  what  thla

FOST  WORTH,  Tea..  Feb.  II.— Oipt. 
Vernon  Caotle,  of  the  BnsUah  Flylnc 
Corp*,  waa  killed  this  moralat  wbll« 
flylna  IB  mllea  west  of  Fort  Worth. 

Castle  bed  nude  over  IM  fllcbtsover 
the  German  llnea.  and  wai  a  hero  of 
maay  exploits  In  the  war  sons.  Hla 
work  had  been  Mpedally  on  the  Flan- 
dera  front  and  covered  a  period  of  nine 
moatha.  He  came  to  Fort  Worth  last 
October  with  Lord  Wellesley. 

Ca.atle,  In  trying  to  ayold  a  cadet, 
awerved  his  machine  beyond  bis  con- 
trol, fell,  and  was  unable  to  rljclit  him- 
self. The  cadet  waa  an  American,  but 
waM  being  inatructed  by  the  British. 
The  accident  happened  close  by  the 
Beabrooi^  field.  The  oadet  waa  unln. 
Jured.  \ 

Castle'ii  plane  wan  near  the  g^round, 
and  he  waa  In  the  front  seat  InbtructinK 
a  cadet  inatead  of  In  the  rear  where  thu 
instructor  uaually  rides.  Had  he  occu- 
pied the  rear  neat  he  would  not  have 
been  Injured.  When  be  saw  the  dancer 
of  a  collision  with  the  approaehlnx 
plane.  Castle  undertook  what  aviatorti 
know  as  an  "Immelman  turn."  The 
plane  failed  to  respond.  aocldent 
occurred  at  the  airdrome  at  Senbrook. 

The  cadot  waa  R  Peters.  His  only 
Injury  \»  a  black  eye. 

Castle  never  reg'alned  conaclousneas, 
but  died  In  the  field  heepital  twenty 
minutes  after  the  fall.  Coneuaaton  of 
the  brain  wns  the  cause  of  death. 
Castle  belonged  to  the  S4th  Royal  Fly- 
ing Corpn  .Squadron.  The  plane  was 
only  fifty  feet  above  the  ground  and 
was  going  rapidly.  The  plane  with 
which  the  collision  was  threatened  wa^ 
just  rising.

formerly  Voted  Dancer 

XBW  YORK.  Feb.  15  — \>rnon  Ca.stle 
had  a  national  reputation  as  a  dancer. 
His  home  was  here.  When  the  war 
broke  out  both  he  and  Mrs.  Castle  be- 
came interested  In  war  work,  and  Mr. 
Castle  took  up  aviation.  He  was  bom 
in  Norwich,  EJng.,  May  2,  1887,  His 
right  name  waa  Vernon  BlyChei  B«6n 
after  receiving  hi«  aviator  licence  he 
sailed  from  New  Tork  for  England  to 
join  the  British  aerial  service,  jln 
March,  1916.  he  was  appointed  a  tem- 
porary lieutenant  In  the  British  Royal 
Flying  ^rps.  Shortly  afterward  there 
came  a  report  of  his  death  While  flying 
In  France. 

Mrs.  Castle  followed  her  husband 
abroad  to  visit  him.  Returning  from  a 
aecond  visit  a  year  later  «he  announced 
that  her  husband  had  received  the  Cross 
of  War  for  valorous  action  on  the 
western  front.  Rhe  said  he  had  brought 
down  two  Herman  aviators. 

r'antle  returned  fmm  the  French 
front  In  April,  1917,  and  Joined  ihe 
Royal  Flying  Corps  In  <'ana'1a  as  an 
Instructor  with  the  rank  of  captain. 
The  followlag  month  he  was  reported 
to  have  had  a  narrow  escape  from 
death  In  an  accident  while  flying  at 
Camp  Mohawk,  the  ca(i«*t  who  was 
flying  with  Capt.  Castle  in  the  machine 
at  the  time  was  killed.  When  a  Can- 
adian contingent  of  fhe  Flying  Corps 
was  transferred  to  Texas  last  Fall  for 
Winter  training,  (  apt.  Castle  went  with 
It  as  an  Instructor. 

Mrs.  Ca<rtle,  who  Is  now  one  of  the

Prairie  Lines  of  Canadian  Pa- 
cific Are  Affected  —  Mr, 
Coleman  Explains  That  Fuel 
Must  Be  Economized. 


WINNIPEG,  Feb.  IB. — Further  re- 
ductions In  the  passenger  and  mixed 
train  services  of  the  C.  P.  R.  on 
western  lines  will  go  into  effect  on 
Sunday.  February  24.  The  proposed 
reductions  are:  Trains  245  and  24* 
between  Reston  and  Wolseley,  re- 
duced to  three  days  a  week. 

Trains  57  and  68,  now  running  be- 
tween Winnipeg  and  Yorkton,  will 
run  between  Portage  la  Prairie  and 
Russell,  and  the  double  dally  mixed 
train  aervloe  between  Russell  and 
Blnscarth  will  bo  withdrawn. 

Trains  527  and  528  between  Har- 
dlsty  and  Edmontoy  reduced  to  three 
days  a  week. 

Trains  315  and  316  between  Moose 
Jaw  and  KdmontOQ  reduoed  to  three 
days  a  week. 

D.  C.  Coleman,  assistant  general 
manager  of  the  C.  P.  R.,  comment- 
ing on  the  reductiona,  said:  "The 
Canadian  Railway  Aasoclatlon  for 
National  Defence  has  been  in  con- 
sultation with  the  Fqod  Controller, 
and  it  is  felt  that  further  eflforta 
must  be  made  to  reduce  the  con- 
sumption of  coal.  It  is  realised  that 
these  reductions  mean  inconvenience 
to  the  public  and  loss  of  revenue  to 
the  railways.  Nevertheless,  It  must 
be  admitted  that  the  United  States 
dealt  generously  with  Canada  in  dis- 
tributing the  coal  mined  last  year  in 
that  country,  and  we  have  suffered 
but  little  from  fuel  shortage,  while 
the  Americans  have  seen  their  train 
service  slaughtered,  and  have  had  tO 
endure  real  hardships. 

"This  does  not  make  the  best  of 
feeling,  and  we  should  gladly  take 
our  full  share  of  the  burden.  If  we 
do  not  we  can  hardly  expect  prefer- 
ential treatment  in  the  future.  Many 
industries  and  some  of  the  railways 
in  Canada  are  depending  on  the 
United  States  for  coal,  and  it  is  a 
vital  matter  to  ensure  that  supply 
for  the  future. 

"It  Is  expected  that  the  reductions 
In  Aiost  cases  will  be  temporary  and 
the  association  is  confldent  that 
Western  people  will  cheerfully  co- 
operate."

Destroyers  Find  Eight  Victims 
Among  Trawlers  and  Drift- 
ers in  Straits  of  Dover  and 
Make  Their  Escape. 


LONDO.N,  Febr  15. — Right  Rritlsh 
craft  which  were  hunting  submarines 
have  been  sunk  by  a  raiding  flotilla 
of  enemy  deatroyera,  it  la  announced 
offlcially. 

After  having  sunk  these  veseels, 

seven  of  which  were  "drifters"  and 
one  trawler,  the  enemy  destroyers  re- 
turned rapidly  northward  before  they 
could  be  engaged  The  destroyers' 
raid  took  place  in  the  Straita  of 
TJover,  the  offleiat  announcement 
states.

THE  SUjENOE  of  PETROGRAD 


Since  the  Botohe\ikl  decided  they 
would  refuse  to  light  any  longer 
against  tho  Central  Powers  there  has 

been  an  ominous  silence  about  their 
doings.  Perhaps  they  think  since 
they  are  oiit  of  the  war  wul  they  do 
is  of  no  concern  to  the  world.  We 
can  well  imagine  that  an  overwhelm- 
ing sense  of  shame  has  overtalcen 
RUisia  because  of  the  aotten  of  her 
self  constituted  leaders.  Such  a  be- 
trayal of  her  nationhood  may  be  the 
means  of  aeUng  as  a  great  moral 
check  on  the  period  of  anarchy  which 
prevails.  M.  TroUky's  belief  that  his 
attitude  would  cause  reflex  action  in 
the  Allied  oountrtes  must  have  been 

subjected  to  a  rude  shock,  especially 
by  the  pronouncements  of  Britain's 
and  America's  war  alma  If  there  are 
pny  llntrerlng  doubts  In  his  mind 
about  the  wisdom  of  his  course  they 
^iil  hot  be  dispelled  by  the  decision 
of  the  Prussian  leaders  to  regard 
themselves  as  the  suzerains  of  the 
Ukmine  and  to  ftght  for  her  "Inde- 
pendence." With  this  end  III  view 
Germany  will  not  admit  that  she  ia  at 
peace  with  Russia.  It  is  even  hinted 
her  armies  will  advance  against  that 
country  and  occupy  Petrograd.  Pos- 
sibly such  a  move  would  do  much  to 
restore  Russto  to  her  senses. 

The  silence  of  Petrograd  to  signifi- 
cant. Germany  must  know  what  is 
happening  there  and  her  knowledge 
has  proUbly  led  to  the  decision  not 
to  regwd  peace  as  extoUng  between 
the  two  countries.  Since  the  Russian 
army  commenced  to  dissolve  of  its 
own  volition  the  Central  Powers  have 
not  been  worrying  overmuch  about  the 
outcome  of  the  Brest  Lltovsk  negoti-  , 
atibna.  They  hav«  only  been  keen  on 
making  peace  with  the  Ukraine — the 
granary  of  Russia.  Thin  they  have 
aeeompltohed  and  as  long  as  the  lat- 
ter territory  to  willing  to  help  in  Sup- 
plying them  ^ith  foodstuffs  they  will 
fight  on  ito  behalf.  Germany  will  pose 
as  the  proteotor  of  the  tjrkraine. 
which,  in  the  course  of  time,  may 
beccwne  a  vassal  state  if  Russia  falls 
to  wake  up  from  her  chaotic,  dreams. 
But.  even  if  Ote  Central  Powers  And 
ii  necessary  to  urnd  an  expeditionary 
force  into  Russia  they  are  unlikely  to 
make  any  move  for  some  months  to 
come  and  in  the  interval  they  can 
mature  their  plans  for  an  offensive 
elsewhere.  The  decision  that  the  Cen- 
tral Powers  are  still  at  war  with  Rus- 
sia does  not  simplify  the  situation  on 
the  other  fronts  because  war  with  a 
country  which  refuses  to  flght  means 
that  Austro-Oerman  troops  can  oc- 
cupy territory  at  will.

SAYS  DR.  MATTHEWS 


'What  I  Want  Is  Liberty,  and 
I  Can't  Have  It  as  Long  as 
That  Arch-Fiend  Is  on  the 
Throne." 


•  Kveiy  once  In  a  while  >ou  ijear  talk 
of  peace.  They  tell  you  that  Germany 
is  torn  to  Pieces  with  internal  trou- 
bles, and  that  the  enfjher.s  of  intestinal 
dissension  will  soon  break  into  flaine 
and  that  this  will  mean  tho  dLsiupiion 
of  Prussia.  I  don't  want  peace  of  that 
Kind.  1  fervently  pray  that  she  will 
not  fall  under  her  own  weight,  but  by 
the  stroke  of  democracy.  I  wish  to 
Ood  I  were  in  the  trenches  at  this  mo- 
ment inatead  of  tallUng  to  you.  I 
would  rather,  ten  thousand  times,  be  on 
the  battlefields  of  France  fighting  than 
be  the  King:  of  England  tomorrow."  8o 
said  the  Rev.  Dr.  Matthews,  of  Seattle, 
when  speaking  yesterday  afternoon  at 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  on  the 
flfth  anniversary  of  the  Induction  of 
the  Rev.  J.  O.  Inkater  to  that  pastorate. 

"I  don't  want  peace.  What  I  do 
»ant  is  liberty,  and  as  long  as  that 
arch-flend  la  on  the  throne  of  Prussia 
T  can't  find  it."  he  declared.  "And  I 
tell  you  we  ."shall  never  have  peace, 
lasting  peace.  In  this  world,  until 
Christ  has  come  to  reign,  it  Christ 
tarries  one  hundred  years  longer,  then 
we  shall  have  one  hundred  years  of  in- 
termittent war  and  bloodshed." 

The  J6th  chapter  of  Luke,  which  the 
American  divine  took  as  his  text,  was, 
he  said,  an  Imperishable  blueprint  of 
the  movement  of  the  ages.  He  was 
never  more  certain  pf  anything  than 
that  the  present  *aB  the  time  of  the 
fulfillment  of  prophecy,  for  the  signs 
of  the  times  all  pointed  to  consumma- 
tion of  the  predictions  of  the  chapter. 
The  Jews  would  ret\irn  after  centuries 
of  exile  to  Jerusalem  and,  the  remnant 
of  the  tribes  of  Tsrsel  would  be  saved 
and  begin  preaching  the  Gospel,  accord- 
ing to  the  prophecy.  There  would  be 
a  great  wave  of  conversion  among  the 
Oentlles  and  the  reign  of  Christ  would 
come. 

"Do  not  think  that  we  are  In  the 
battle  of  Armageddon,"  said  the 
speaker.  "That  will  happen  In  a  few 
minutes — not  years." 

People  often  said  to  hiift,  he  contin- 
ued,  that  the  Kingdom  of  God  on  earth 
would  never  he  a  reality,  that  It  was 
spoken  of  in  an  allegorical  sense  In 
the  Bible  and  was  not  meant  to  be 
token  literally.  They  open  the  scrip- 
tures at  a  certain  thumb-marked  place 
and  point  him  out  a  sentence,  "The 
Kingdom  of  God  la  within  you."  This 
did  not  mean,  as  it  Is  so  often  Inter- 
preted to  mean  by  sceptics,  that  the 
Kingdom,  as  a  corporal  government  and 
entity,  was  within  you.  but  that  the 
principles  of  the  Kingdom  of  Ood  were. 
The  sad  part  was  that  they  were 
nearly  always  kept  down  and  subverted. 

"Christ  will  come  as  surely  as  yau 
are  sitting  here,  and  he,  and  he  only, 
will  establish  a  triie  world  peace.  l 
don't  know  anything  about  dates— but 
Just  these  stubborn  facts  in  this  chap- 
ter. When  the  time  will  he  no  one 
knows,  according  to  the  Scriptures,  hut 
Ood  himself.  The  movement  of  the 
times  and  the  signs  of  the  ages  lead 
me  to  believe  that  the  prophesied  time 
is  not  far  distant,''  be  concluded.

Two  splendid  tributes  to  one  of  the 
Canadian  army  chaplains  overseas. 
Major  the  Rev.  A.  Madden.  O.M.I. .  M.C., 
who  before  the  war  was  engaged  in  the 
Ilrlttsh  Columhia  Missions,  are  pub- 
lished In  a  recent  nutAber  of  The  Tab- 
let, a  well  known  London  (Eng.)  weekly 
publication. 

"Three  weeks  ago  there  srrlved  at 
the  office  of  the  pirector  of  Chaplain 
Bervlee,  Ovenwas  illlltary  Forces  or 
Canada,  which  are  situated  m  Oxford 
Olreus  House,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Xell.  th», 
Modemtor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
In  Canada.  One  of  hla  flmf  questions 
was  to  ask  if  there  »as  a  chaplain 
named  Capt.  Madden  In  France.  He 
stated  that  he  did  not  know  him  nor  to 
what  religion  he  belonged.  Ha  had. 
howe\-er.  In  Ilslifsx.  before  crosetng, 
met  a  returned  Canadian  wounded  of- 
ficer. The  officer,  lesming  that  he  wa« 
going  to  visit  the  ehaplalns  oversee*, 
told  him:  There  Ir  one  chanlsin  there 
Who  to  the  Itrsvest  m^n  in  France. 
brought  me  In  from  No  Man's  T«n«l 
when  I  wan  blinded.  His  name  is  Pndre 
Madden.  Don't  fall  to  see  him.'  It  ws^ 
only  when  the  Presbyterian  Moderator 
told  the  story  In  I^ndon  that  he  learn- 
ed that  Padre  Madden  waa  a  Catholie 
priest."

GIVES  MEMORANDUM 


Americans  Favor  Abolition  of 
Duty  on  Fish  Entering  Can- 
ada—Board Coming  to  Se- 
attle April  24, 


OTTAWA,  Febi  if.— ?A  memorandum 
dealing  with  the  sittings  Of  the  Inter- 
national Fisheries  Commission  in  Bos- 
ton and  Gloucester,  Mass.,  and  St. 
John,  N.B.,  which  were  brought  to  a 
close  on  February  6,  has  Just  been  is- 
sued by  the  Naval  Department.  These 
sittings  were  held  primarily  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  the  vtows  of  those 
actually  engaged  In  the  industry.  The 
questions  mainly  un^ei^  consideration 
were : 

Allowing  adequate  and  er|ual  privi- 
leges to  the  vessels  of  either  country 
in  the  ports  of  the  other,  the  prohibi- 
tion of  lobster  Ashing  by  United  States 
outside  Canadian  teiprltdrtal  waters 
during  the  close  ttoaSon  fpr  SUCh  fish- 
ing inside,  and  the  better  protection 
of  the  lobster  fisheries  along  the  coasts 
of  Canada  and  the  ITnited  States. 

With  regard  to  the  first  question, 
while  there  waa  some  division  of  opin- 
ion among  the  witnesses  in  both  Glou- 
cester and  Boston,  the  great  msJorlty 
favored  an  arrangement  whereby  the 
flshini?  veaaels  of  the  other  country 
would  have  equal  privileges  In  the 
ports  of  the  other.  A  few  witnesses 
argued  that.  If  this  were  done.  United 
States  vessels  would  be  unable  to  com- 
pete with  those  from  the  Maritime 
Provinces,  but  this  view  did  not  meet 
with  general  endorsement  A  predom- 
inant note  of  the  testimony  was  that 
it  was  desirable  to  remove  all  cause  of 
the  difference  and  all  conditions  that 
operate  against  the  greatest  possible 
production  of  flsh.  To  this  end  some 
argued  that  the  duty  on  flsh  entering 
Canada  should  be  removed. 

After  the  St.  John  sitting  the  com- 
mission adjourned  to  meet  In  Seattle 
on  April  84.  ^t  is  expected  that  the 
commissioners  will  visit  the  different 
Important  flshlnfr  centres  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  nnd  then  come  to  Ottawa,  where 
they  will  complete  their  work  and 
draw  up  their  recommendations.

(iituri  th«  efty  win  have  to  make  a 
tittle  more  revenue  out  of  varbage  col- 
lection, which  hae  prevlouely  been 
lone  on  a  practically  free  baela. 

A  resolution  favorlnsr  the  charge  of 
|S  on  additional  cans  and  13  on  re- 
newals was  moved  by  Mayor  Todd. 

The  difficulty  of  drawing  the  dis- 
tinction between  new  and  old  cans, 
made  all  the  more  complicated  by  the 
tUegeil    fact     that    householders  get 


back  from  tbe  eoUeoton  eana  tltat  do 
not  In  the  least  resemble  the  ones  that 
were  taken  away,  was  pointed  out  by 
one  or  two  of  the  aldermen. 

Aid.  Walker  favored  a  flat  rate  of  |2 
on  all  cans,  but  the  original  resolution 
carried  and  the  regulation  will  go  into 
effect  immediately. 

The  garbage  can  situation  was  out- 
lined In  a  report  from  City  Bnglnaer 
C.  H.  Rust,  and,  la  addition  to  a  rate 
being  charged,  it  was  recommended 
that  the  "free  collection  zone"  be  re- 
duced, HO  as  to  eliminate  discrimina- 
tion and  bring  the  city  bigger  retumH. 
It  was  pointed  out  that  downtown 
business  houses  paid  8  cents  every 
time  a  can  was  emptied,  while  honaes 
only  a  few  feet  ai^y.  In  the  so-called 
realdeBtial  aeotlotif  as  defined  by  an 
Imaginary  tine,  were  exempt  under  the 
present  arrangement. 

Mr.  Rust  was  asked  to  make  a  fur- 
ther report  as  to  how  the  city  might 
be  divided  for  fixing  a  rate  on  gtreet 
collections.

To  the  Canadian  roll  of  honor  has 
recently  been  added  the  name  of  W. 
U  Raynes,  a  presbyterlan  cUrgyman. 
who  had  gone  oversejia  89  *  private. 
He  was  the  tUleat  son  of  the  late  Mr. 
Tlios.  Raynes,  of  Kairvllle.  St.  John, 
N.B.,  and  a  n»>i»h»'W  of  Mrs.  Alice  M. 
Christie,  of  Victoria.  B.C. 

He  attended  M<-<5111  I  niversity  for 
two  years,  and  latex  h«  e^itered  West- 
minster Hall  Theological  College  at 
Vancouver.  He  was  the  first  student 
to  enrol  In  that  institution,  and  took 
a  high  standing  in  his  studies,  gradu- 
ating In  1910. 

His  first  charge  was  nt  Duncan, 
B.C.,  where  he  did  splendhl  work  anil 
endeared  hlmaelf  to  a  large  circle  of 
friends.  LAter  he  W&U  called  to  Port 
Coqultlam,  B.C.,  where  he  remained 
until  April.  1915,  when  he  left  for 
Montreal,  hoping  to  secniro  an  ap- 
pointment as  chaplain  to  an  overseas 
unit.  Falling  In  this,  he  still  recog- 
nlaed  duty  and  the  great  issue  at 
•Uke,  and  iaytnflr  a«lde  his  clerical 
attire  for  the  khaki  of  a  soldier,  the 
Rev.  Walter  Raynes  became  Private 
Walter  Raynos,  enlisting  In  December 
with  the  McOill  University  draft  re- 
inforcements to  the  Princess  Pat- 
ricia's, and  left  Halifax  on  the  Olym- 
pic. Aprtl  5,  l«t«. 

In  less  ltia.n  two  months  they  were 
drafted  to  BVance,  and  for  over  a  year 
and  a  half  he  saw  active  service  In 
the  trenches.  In  one  of  his  letters  he 
wrote: 

"Since  writing'  you  la»t  I  have  gone 
through  one  of  the  sreateit  experi- 
ences and  one  of  the  most  harrowing 
of  my  life.  Took  part  in  a  great  ad- 
vance. I  was  In  the  first  wave  over 
the  parapet,  and  count  myself  very 
fortunate  that  I  escaped  without  a 
scratch.  My  best  friend  In  the  bat- 
talion was  killed  instantly.  Do  not 
care  to  go  through  the  same  experi- 
ence again,  but  the  path  of  duty  la 
plain,  no  matter  what  the  coat.  I  am 
confident  that  C.od  will  bring  good  out 
of  all  this  .strife,  though  if  Sherman 
were  alive  today  he  would  say  "War 
is  worse  thati  Hell." 

In  a  latetr  letter  he  wrote:  I  am 
deeply  thankful  to  be  alive,  and  to  be 
alive  today  means  that  we  must 
Justify  our  existence  by  some  real 
contribution.  I  lon^f  for  that  oppor- 
tunity after  the  war  is  over. "

DEPARIENT  ESTIMATES 
ARE  NOT  ALL  PREPARED 


Adjourn ment  of  LegisTature 
Proved  Welcome  Move  for 
Some  Government  Branches 
Which  Needed  Time. 


The  adjournment  of  the  Legislature 
until  the  26th  Inst,  haa  proved  a  satis- 
factory c'lr<'umstance  for  some  depart- 
ments of  the  Government  that  were 
not  ready  for  the  session  when  It  con- 
vened a  week  ago.  But  few  of  the 
departments  then  had  their  ettimates 
ready  and  some  of  them  are  still 
working  at  preparlnjr  their  statement 
of  financial  needs  for  tb«  coming 
fiscal  year. 

The  needs  for  the  yoar  were  pretty 
well  known  to  each  department,  and 
there  would  have  been  little  troubla 
In  preparliMr  the  estimates  were  it  not 
that  the  fthahcl&I  position  of  the  pro- 
vince requires  severe  curtailment  In 
outlays  and  the  difficulty  Is  to  make 
the  funds  that  will  be  available  cover 
the  field.  Probably  the  department 
presided  over  hy  Hon.  Dr.  King,  Min- 
ister of  Public  Works,  finds  Itself  In 
most  difllculty.  The  severe  floods 
throughout  various  sections  of  the 
province  during  the  past  fall  and 
early  Winter  did  widespread  damage. 
Thla  loss,  which  comes  under  the  head 
of  the  unexpected,  calls  for  a  round 
half- million  to  repair  bridges,  etc., 
washed  out,  and  for  that  reason  the 
Public  Works  Department  estimates 
will  require  some  close  consideration 
to  make  ends  meet.  All  the  Liberal 
members  from  up-country  districts 
have  arrived  for  the  session  Imbued 
with  the  one  great  Idea  of  getting  all 
they  can  for  expenditure  in  their  re- 
spective districts.  It  is  certain  that 
they  will  be  forced  to  take  less  than 
they  want,  but  it  will  not  be  for  lack 
of  effort  in  impressing  upon  the  Gov- 
ernment the  imperative  needs  of  their 
districts. 

No  radisal  changes  In  taxation  are 
suggested  in  the  interim  report  of  the 
Taxation  Board,  which  for  rhe  past 
four  months  has  been  investigating 
taxation  problems  of  the  province 
with  a  view  to  preeentlng  recom- 
mendations for  Improvementb  In  the 
existing  system  of  taxation,  haa  pre- 
sented to  the  Oovemroent.  The  de- 
tails of  the  report  are  being  care- 
fully kept  secret  and  will  not  be 
forthcoming  until  disclosed  at  the 
eession.  But  It  Is  stated  that  the 
Board  has  contented  itself,  for  the 
I  time  being  at  least,  with  recommend- 
'  Ing  but  a  few  changes,  chiefly  along 
!  the  line  of  equalizing  the  existing 
'  inequalities  in  the  system  of  taxation. 
iKmphatlc  denial  Is  given  by  mem- 
bers now  In  the  city  of  tho  rumor 
recently  in  circulation  to  the  effect 
that  at  the  first  session  of  the  Liberal 
caucus,  the  day  after  the  ses'Slon  con- 
vened, representatives  from  the  up- 
country  section  locked  horns  with 
Hon.  John  Oliver,  Minister  of  Rail- 
ways, ovei*  the  P.  O.  E.  situation. 
The  rumor,  which  was  general  gossip 
in  the  legislative  halls,  had  It  that  the 
members  demanded  settlement  of  the 
dispute  btween  the  province  and  com- 
pany,  and  that  the  plain  intimation 
was  given  that  they  considered  the 
minister  was,  by  his  exceswlve  de> 
mands.  blocking  a  settlement  The 
story  Is  flatly  contradicted  by  mem- 
bers, who  declare  that  not  even  a 
nppln  of  excitement  marked  the 
caucus  session. 


BUENOS  AT  RES,  Feb.  15,— Dr. 
Mypolito  Irtgoyen,  president  of  the 
republic,  today  by  decree,  ended  the 
general  strike  whteh  has  been  in  pro- 
gress for  some  time.  The  decree  com- 
pels arbitration  between  the  strikers 
and  employers,  and  requires  the  men 
in  the  meantime  to  resume  work.

Major-Qeneral  B.  O.  Edwards  I.eckle. 
C.M.a.,  Q.O.Ch  returned  to  the  city  by 
the  early  morning  boat  yesterday,  hav- 
ing reached  Vancouver  the  mornlns  of 
the  previous  day,  and  there  being  met 
by  Col.  Duff  Htuart,  who  took  charge 
at  Military  Headquarters  here  In  hla 
absence  In  Ottawa.

"Lieutenant  Jonathan  Duncan  In- 
verarity,  R.  F.  A.,  whtlat  firing  hiw 
mortars  an  ammunition  pit  close  by 
was  set  on  Are  by  an  enemy  Hhell. 
Ordering  his  men  under  cover,  he 
went  into  the  pit  alone  and  put  out 
the  flre.  He  then  ordered  the  men 
back  into  action,  and  continued  fir- 
ing hla  battery  until  hla  taak  was 
completed,  diiit>layia«  mairnlflaeat 
courace  and  devotion  to  duty  on  this 
aa  on  all  other  occasions  when  he 
has  been  in  action." 

For  this  act  he  was  given  the  Mil- 
itary Croaa. 

Unfortunately  since  then  Lieut.  In- 
verartty  has  had  the  Ill-luck  to  be 
badly  Injured  by  m  gaa  aheU  ivhilst 
with  a  big  gun  battery.  He  Is  now 
in  a  London  hospital  nulTerlng  from 
burns  on  his  back  and  neck,  whilst 
both  heart  and  eyes  are  Injured.  The 
latter  are  making  very  «low  progres.H 
towards  recovery,  but  the  doelois 
have  Btrontj  hope  of  HUCoe.sH.  He  Is 
in  hopeH  of  at  least  being  useful 
later  on  for  home  service.  He  was 
at  the  time  of  his  Injury  within  one 
month  of  completing  two  yearn'  aer^ 
Vice  tn  France.  Lieutenant  Inver- 
arlty  received  his  early  education  at 
the  hands  of  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Bolton, 
later  on  entering  University  8rhof)l 
and  for  a  time  attending  school  at 
Quiimlchan,  near  hla  father's  resi- 
dence.

The  City  Council  yesterday  en- 
dorsed the  work  of  the  Social  Ser- 
vice Commlaaton  and  voted  9150  to 
aid  the  organization  thla  year  in  Ita 
war  against  vice  In  VIctoila. 

The  annual  report  of  the  commia- 
•ion  was  presented  to  the  Council 
while  tilttiiig  at)  a  streets  committee 
by  several  directors,  including  Rev. 
H.  8.  Osborne,  Rev.  Arthur  de  B. 
Owen,  Rev.  H.  T.  ./Urchbold  and  Rev. 
A.  S.  Colweil, 

Mr.  Archbold  in  preaentlng- the 
report  atated  that  the  aoope  of  the 
work  had  now  gone  beyond  the  nor- 
mal capacity  of  the  comnilaBion  and 
that  further  flmmclal  aid  was  neces- 
sary if  effective  service  waa  to  be 
accomplished.  He  said  that  already 
this  month  twenty-two  individual 
caaea  had  been  dealt  with,  "the  In- 
evitable outcome  of  the  abnormal 
conditions  in  which  we  live,"  and 
that  it  waa  now  held  to  be  eaaentlal 
that  facllitlea  be  provided  for  keep- 
ing a  pevmanent  and  continuous  re- 
cord o^-wie  cases,  as  well  aa  for  suit- 
able central  quarters  for  Miss  Work, 
uKent  of  the  commission  and  social 
worker. 

Burden  Is  Misplaced 

Jti  V,  A.  de  B.  Owen  stated  that 
over  I70U  iiad  been  subscribed  to  the 
commiKsion  in  1917  by  congregations 
of  the  seven  churches  supporting,  it, 
but  he  felt  that  the  burden  lihbuld 
iif)t  lie  placed  on  church-goers. 
"There  is  no  rca.son  why  those  who 
do  not  Ko  to  churrh  should  not  help," 
he  dei-lart'd.  "The  onus  of  this  task 
tins  been  misplaced  and  thrust  on. 
the  shoulders  of  a  class  less  affected 
by  the  comraission's  work  than  any 
other.  It  Is  the  city's  work,  a  hu- 
manlt&rlati  work,  and  one  which  If 
neglected  now  will:  cost  far  more  In 
the  long  run." 

Aid.  I'eden,  chairman  of  the 
Health  and  Morals  Committee,  said 
he  was  in  sympathy  with  the  under- 
taking and  termed  it  as  being  a  di- 
rect spoke  in  the  wheel  of  life  con- 
servation. He  knew  the  grant  of 
SlSO  suggested  by  Mr.  Archbold 
would  be  spent  In  the  right  direction. 
Aid.  Walker  and  Chairman  Porter, 
of  the  streets  committee,  also  sppke 
in  favor  of  the  grant,  and  it  was 
voted  without  dissent.' 

"We  are  fighting  against  the  dan- 
ger of  having  centres  of  vice  born 
In  the  very  heart  of  the  city,"  said 
Mr.  Archbold. 

Need  Shewn  by  Itgons 

"The  work  carileis  on,"  aaya  the 
report,  "is  constructive  and  valuable. 
It  involves  the  welfare  of  children, 
girls  who  are  in  danger  of  falling, 
or  who  have  fallen,  and  also  the 
well-belnif  of  whole  families.  The 
need  of  such  work  In  our  city  Is 
clearly  proved  by  the  statistics  given 
herewith;  Indeed,  the  need  is  so 
great  and  so  pressing  that  the  board 
must  always  exert  considerable  self- 
restraint  to  keep  its  work  within  the 
hounds  of  ita  ability  to  fiv»^efR<£Ient 
help. 

"Juvenile  problems  have  occupied 
Tiiuch  of  the  workers'  time.  In  deal- 
InR  with  cases  of  neglected  and  In- 
corrii?ib1e  children^  every  effort  Is 
made  to  preserve  the  integrity  of 
the  hom6  by  improving  conditions  or 
by  giving  a  helping  hand.  But  in 
cases  when  this  is  Imposaible  re- 
course has  been  had  to  the  Children's 
Aid  and  the  Industrial  School. 
Work  Aniong  <ilrlH 

"The  problems  arising  from  the 
work  among  girls  are  many,  varied, 
and  often  complicated.  Kach  case 
presents  its  own  peculiar  difficulties 
and  must  be  dealt  with  aeparately 
according  to  its  Individual  require- 
ments. Many  young  girls,  uaually 
under  twenty  years  of  age,  have  been 
shielded  and  protected  6r  helped  out 
of  dlfUculties  into  which  their  Ignor- 
ance and  foolishness  have  brought 
them.  I.,onely  and  hardworking  girls, 
whose  life  wa«  drear  and  homeless, 
have  been  lntrodu<'ed  to  healthy  com- 
panionship and  wholesome  j'ecrea- 
tloh.

For 
example  there  waa  the  case  of  a 
young  eouatiry  ilrl,  boarding  In  the 
city,  who  fell  under  the  influence  of 
a  woman  in  the  same  house.  The 
woman  designed  to  obtain  control  of 
the  girl  and  use  her  for  her  own  pur- 
poses, and  she  had  almost  succeeded 
When  the  case  came  under  the  at- 
tlon  of  Miss  Work  and  the  girl  was 
rescued  from  danger.  Two  other 
eases  of  protection  from  the  opera- 
tions of  undoubted  "white  slavers" 
might  be  mentioned  as  examples  of 
some  of  the  work  being  done. 
Wilful  and  Uocoatrollcd 

"Then  there  are  the  different  cases 
of  girls  who  are  wilful  and  uncon- 
trolled or  who  came  from  undesir- 
able homes.  Here  again  every  effort 
is  made  to  preserve  the  house  and 
keep  tlie  girls  under  observation.  Hut 
when  it  has  seemed  necessary,  the 
girls,  with  the  consent  of  the  par- 
ents or  guardians,  have  been  placed 
in  a  social  service  home,  where  they 
are  trained  vocationally  and  helped 
back  to  normal  social  life. 

In  some  cases  attention  given  to 
them  in  the  home  has  entirely  re- 
moved the  cause  of  delinquency. 

"While  inevitably  we  have  had  our 
failures,  we  have  also  had  our  auc- 
ceaaes.  During  the  year  many  girls 
have  eome  back  to  us  with  gratitude 
for  the  help  given  them  and  we  see 
several  of  them  now  living  happy 
and  useful  lives  as  self-supporting 
and  self-respecting  members  of  the 
community." 

Two  hundred  and  eighteen  cases, 
ninety-eight  of  them  new  ones,  were 
dealt  with  during  last  year,  and  sixty 
police  court  sittings  were  attended. 

Some  of  the  considerations  includ- 
ed In  the  report  on  the  question  of 
the  feeble-minded  follows: 

MenttUly  Defective  In  Schools 

•That  the  present  problem  to  deal 
with  is  the  fact  that  there  are  num- 
bers of  mentally  defective  children 
in  our  schools  and  that  there  are 
large  numbers  of  mentally  defective 
youths,  Kirl.s  and  adults,  among  us 
who  are  a  source  of  danger  to  them- 
selves, to  others  and  to  their  coun- 
try. The  province  makes  absolutely 
no  provifllQii  to  meet  tiiia  problem: 
it  is  obvious  that  the  insane  asylum 
and  industrial  homes  and  homes  for 
girls  supported  by  voluntary  sub- 
scriptions are  not  the  proper  places 
for  such  mental  defectives,  and 
meantime  the  problem  is  actually  be- 
ing solved  by  these  people  for  them- 
selves in  the  morally  misdirected  and 
economically  wasteful  fives  which 
they  live. 

"That  what  Is  needed  Is  an  inBtltu<> 
tlon  under  the  Provincial  Oovern- 
ment  of  stich  a  kind  as  may  meet  all 
the  requirements  of  the  mental  de- 
ficients as  follows:  Proper  methods 
and  facilities  for  their  education, 
proper  methods  and  facilitieH  for  vo- 
cational training  and  care  and  over- 
sight of  those  elder  cases  which  are 
now  a  problem  on  our  haiids.**

GOVERNMENT  mi  SEE 
HIMALNEXrtt 


Question  of  Pravinciai  Grant 
Was  Again  Discussed  at  Ju- 
bilee Board  of  Management 
Meeting  Last  Nigiit. 


The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Jubilee  Hospital  Board  took  place  last 
evening.  Chairman  R.  8.  Day  preiHdliig. 

One  of  the  first  matters  discussed 

was  In  connection  with  correspondence 

from  the  VaiKX»uver  General  and 
Haselton  Hospital  Boards,  each  of 
which  had  sent  letters  enclosing  copies 
of  resolutiona  passed  at  recent  meet- 
ings favoring  appealing  to  the  Provin- 
cial Oovemment  for  Increased  hospital 
grants  til  view  of  nhe  greater  coet  of 
operation  at  the  luresent  time.  En- 
dorsement of  such  appeal  by  the 
Jubilee  Hospital  Board  was  evidently 
desired  in  each  instance.  In  response 
to  the  chairman's  request  for  the  feel- 
ing of  the  Board,  the  meeting  favored 
a  motion  by  Mr.  Mara  that  the  letters 
be  acknowledged  and  the  correspon- 
dents Informed  that  the  Jubilee  direc- 
tors would  render  every  poalble  as- 
sistance to  get  the  InciFeMe4  grant. 

It  was  announced  by  Mt,  fVaser  that 
the  Jubilee  Hospital  Board's  request 
for  an  Interview  with  the  Oovernment 
along  the  name  lines  would  be  acceded 
to  In  the  course  of  the  next  week,  the 
Provincial  Secretary  having  promised 
to  make  an  appointment. 

X-Ray  Phtnt 
The  Jiiblloo  Hospital  is  at  last  to 
have  a  completely  modern  and  up-to- 
date  X-ray  plant  on  the  premises.  Re- 
ports showed  the  stage  to  which  nego- 
tiations with  Dr.  a.  F.  Stanier  had  pro- 
greased,  indicating  that  It  was  t>ractl- 
cally  settled  that  he  waa  to  remove  his 
machine  from  his  own  office  and  take 
charge  of  the  work  done  once  it  was 
installed  at  the  bosplUI.  Space  had 
been  found  under  one  of  the  wards, 
and  an  e.'<tlniate  had  already  been  sub- 
mitted covering  the  cost  of  necessary 
excavation  and  laying  of  concrete 
floor.  This  would  amount  to  about 
$269,  It  was  stated.  Further  necessary 
arrangements  In  connection  with  the 
installation  of  the  plant  are  left  to  the 
executive,  which  will  report  back  to 
the  Board  fcpm  time  to  time. 

Doctor  Leaving 
The  president  announced  that  he 
had  been  advised  that  Dr.  Black,  one 
of  the  two  Interne  doctors  at  the  hos- 
pital, had  accepted  an  offer  from  St. 
Joseph's  Hospital  and  was  leaving  the 
Jubilee.  This  brought  up  the  neces- 
sity for  considering  the  appointment 
of  a  man  to  take  'his  place,  and  it  was 
finally  decided  that  the  whole  matter 
be  left  In  the  hands  of  the  executive. 
A  number  of  letters  from  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine.  University  of  London; 
from  Queen's  University.  Toronto: 
from  the  University  of  Toronto;  and 
from  the  Medical  <'ouncil  of  Canada, 
all  pointed  to  the  same  difficulty  in 
getting  young  graduate  doctors  for 
such  work  at  the  present  time.  viz.. 
that  in  nearly  every  case  such  gradu- 
ates would  be  drafted  on  graduation 
into  the  C.A.M.C.  Of  course  It  was 
possible  that  some  consideration  might 
be  given  the  needs  of  civic  Institutions 
such  aa  the  Jubilee  Hospital.  One  of 
the  correspondents  mentioned ^ahove  re- 
ferred to  the  fact  that  they  would  have 
four  women  graduates,  and  Mr.  An- 
drew Wright  favored  asking  one  fif 
these  to  take  the  work.  He  foresaw 
a  probable  difficulty,  that  the  lady 
would  leave  If  she  got  married.  This 
suggestion,  even  If  amusing,  was 
dubious. 

Pathdoglat 

The  absolute  necessity  of  seriously 
considering  the  appointment  of  a 
pathologist  if  the  hospital  wished  to 
hold  ground  with  other  up-to-date  In- 
stitutions again  cuuHed  some  of  tho 
members  to  urge  the  matter.  This, 
too.  was  lerft  to  the  executive,  with 
Drs.  Leader,  Boak  and  Wasson  as  ad- 
ditional advlsem.

Kaboe  ■hottaga  Serious 
The  labor  nituatlon  wan  one  of  the 
phases  first  considered,  and  It  was  ad- 
mitted that  It  was  now  absolutely  Im- 
possible to  get  an  adequate  supply  of 
farm  laborers,  the  attraction  of  city 
life,  coupled  with  the  high  wages  to  be 
hod  ia  ahipyaeds  and  other  Indnstrlal 
plant.i,  being  too  great  an  Inducement. 
Island  farm  production  would  be 
doubled,  it  wa.9  held,  If  there  was  a 
sufflclcnt  number  of  men  to  meet  pres- 
ent demands.  The  altuation  had  be- 
come all  the  more  acute  since  the  Do- 
mlniftn  Government  had  evidently  dis- 
carded the  proposals  to  conscript  farm 
labor  or  bring  In  Indentured  Chinese. 
The  outlook  for  Increased  production  on 
Vancouver  Island  this  season  therefore 
waa  not  any  too  promising. 

XokOlse  Taoaat  Lots 

That  there  should  be  no  vacant 
spaeet  la  the  city  this  Spring  waa  the 
oongeasus  of  the  roeeibig.  Every 
vacaat  lot  capable  of  oultlvatMn  ahould 
bo  mobilised  for  war  service.  While 
preduotlon  In  the  outlying  sections,  due 
to  the  labor  shortage,  was  not  likely 
to  be  particularly  heavy,  it  was  all  the 
more  reason  why  tha  more  ooageated 
loealitles  should  grow  more  food.  Hom- 
bors-of  the  eonimlttee  had  no  sympathy 
for  the  proper^  holders  who  preferred 
to  let  their  land  stand  idle  and  refuxe 
to  have  even  their  neighbors  to  work 
upon  it.  They  believed  the  same 
policy  as  carried  out  in  England,  that 
is  to  say.  of  forcing  landowners  to  sub- 
mit to  having  their  ground  made  to 
produee,  should  be  rigidly  enforced 
here.  It  was  mentioned  that  cases 
were  not  uncommon  In  the  Old  Country 
where  th^  landowners  who  declined  to 
let  their  parku  and  gardens  be  brought 
under  the  plough  were  heavily  flned  and 
their  land  temporarily  confiscated  and 
put  Into  seed  by  the  local  committees 
of  the  Board  of  Agriculture. 

Obaday  Oardealag 

In  proposing  that  agriculture  should 
be  advanced  on  the  city  lots  by  house- 
holders on  the  day  of  rest,  the  L,ord  s 
Day  Act  and  the  duty  of  church-go- 
ing notwithstanding.  Mr.  Carmlehael 
recalled  that  the  Bishop  of  London 
countenanced  his  parishioners'  abaence 
from  church  so  that  they  might  engage 
in  farm  work  in  the  best  war-ttme  in- 
terests of  their  coontrv. 

Mr.  C'armlcha«'l  referred  to  thp  state- 
ment recently  made  b.v  Thalrman  If. 
B.  Thomson,  of  the  rood  Board,  to  the 
effect  that  Csnada  had  reached  the

With  this  report  of  the  engineers 
before  it  the  Vancouver  Board  of 
Trade's  committee  started  its  nego- 
tiations with  the  government  and 
company,  taking  as  its  basis  the  ne- 
ceaaity  of  the  early  completion  of 
the  Una  aa  a  war  measure,  as  being 
ia  tha  intereata  of  the  inhabitanta  of 
the  diatrlct  through  which  the  right- 
of-way  paaaea  and  into  which  set- 
tlers, including  returned  soldiers, 
could  go,  and  also  in  the  interests  of 
the  whole  people  of  the  province, 
and  because,  unless  operation  is  con- 
tinued, the  investment  to  date  might 
be  wiped  out  through  depredation. 
First  an  Interview  was  had  with  the 
government.  The  progress  of  the 
negetlatlona  carried  on  by  the  com- 
mittee are  aet  forth  in  the  commit- 
tee'a  report  as  follows: 

"At  the  end  of  an  extended  inter- 
view (with  the  Premier  and  Minister 
of  Railways)  It  was  felt  by  the  dele- 
gation that  a  settlement  of  the  dis- 
pute between  the  contractors  and  the 
government  was  a  condition  prece- 
dent to  the  re-opening  of  the  line 
to  Clinton  and  to  consideration  of 
ways  and  means  for  completing  its 
construction,  and  the  Premier  ex- 
preaaed  his  accord  with  a  suggestion 
which  was  offered  that  the  delegation 
should  endeavor  to  brlnfc  about  an 
understanding  which  would  avoid 
the  necessity  for  a  law-suit  with  Its 
attendant  expenses,  uncertainty  and 
great  loss  of  time.  Your  delegates 
therefore  communicated  with  Mr. 
Patrick  Welch  at  Seattle,  who  ex- 
preiaed  a  wnifhpi«ii  to  aMt  the 
delegated  and  thia  meetihff  took  place 
on  Saturday,  February  2.  From  the 
figures  placed  before  us,  certified  to 
be  correct  by  Messrs.  Marwlck,  Mit- 
chell &  Peat,  chartered  accountants, 
the  minds  of  your  delegates  were  dis- 
abused of  the  Impression  that  the 
contraetora  had  been  enriched  by 
the  money  apent  In  the  construction 
of  the  road  or  In  any  other  way 
connected  with  the  operations,  and 
that  apparent  profits  resulting  from 
sub-contracts  were  disbursed  in  ex- 
penditures connected  with  the  rail- 
way. In  the  course  of  this  Interview 
It  transpired  that  should  an  offer  be 
made  to  the  government  of  $1,000,- 
000  in  caah  and  other  conslderationn 
there  waa  reaaon  to  believe  that  the 
government  would  favorably  enter- 
tain a  aettlement  of  the  diapute  on 
this  baals  and  release  the  contractors 
from  any  obligation  to  complete  the 
line. 

Contractors'  Offer 

"The  result  of  the  interview  with 
Mr.  Patrick  Welch  was  a  tentative 
offer  on  behalf  of  the  contractors, 
Bubaeiiuently  made  a  Arm  offer,  of 
|SOO,009,  and  your  delegation  again 
went  to  Victoria  and  interviewed  the 
Premier  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday, 
February  5  and  6,  when  it  was  learn- 
ed that  the  government  had  refused 
to  accept  the  otter  of  $500,000  and 
your  delegates  therefore  Invited  Mr. 
Welch  or  his  representatives  to  come 
t(i  Victoria.  Two  representatives  of 
the  contractors  arrived  there  on 
Wedneaday  afternoon,  and  after  a 
short  conference  with  your,  delegates 
immediately  held  an  interview  with 
the  Premier. 

"Later  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same 
day  your  delegates  had  another  In- 
terview with  the  Premier  and  were 
left  wUh  the  Impression  that  the  gov- 
ernment and  the  contractors  were 
much  closer  to  a  settlement  than 
formerly,  the  cash  difference  between 
the  two  parties  not  being  more  than 
$260,000.  Tour  delegates  tirged  it 
upon  the  Premier  that  If  this  waa 
the  only  material  difference  between 
the  two  parties,  that  It  nhould  not  bo 
allowed  to  stand  In  the  way  of  an  Im- 
mediate settlement  of  the  dlnpute."

The  quaint  old  Parish  Church  of 
Bradford  was  the  ecene  of  an  inter- 
esting ceremony  on  New  Year's  Day, 
when  the  officers  of  various  artillery 
reiflmrnts  quartered  in  the  vicinity 
held  a  memorial  service  In  honor  of 
I..leut.-General  Henrj-  Scrope  Shrap- 
nel, whoae  remaina  He  In  the  chancel 
of  the  church.  There  was  a  large  at- 
tendance. tBcludint  aeveral  hundred 
artillery  cadetl  who  had  marched 
from  Trowbridge.  The  service,  which 
was  fully  choral,  was  conducted  by 
the  Vicar.  A  military  band  played 
voluntarlea  while  the  people  were  tak- 
ing their  aeata,  later  accompanying 
with  the  organ  the  singing  of  the 
National  /nthem. 

Standing  at  the  Litany  desk.  Major 
J.  N.  Leslie  (retired),  of  ShefTleld. 
gave  a  short  addros.s,  In  which  he  said 
they  were  met  to  honor  the  memory 
of  a  man  whose  name  and  fame  were 
known  at  the  preaeat  tUna  all  over 
tha  worm  Lleut-Ctaaatal  Bhrapnel. 
with  hie  fluhily,  had  llrmd  1  Brad- 
ford, aad  Waa  held  In  the  hirheat  re- 
pute^ not  only  by  the  Inhabitants  but 
by  the  military  leaders  of  England. 
Over  SOO  years  ago  membere  of  the 
Shrapnel  family  had  been  wardena  of 
that  chorch,  aa  could  bo  aooa  Iqr  the 
roooria  plaood  aaar  tha  aMta  tMiaace.

had  received  his  commiaalon  In  the 
Roj-al  Artillery  at  the  age  of  sixteen.

He  would  also,  in  the 
name  of  the  artillery,  thank  the  offi- 
cers who  had  ridden  from  Bath  to 
Bradford  on  Christmaa  morning  to 
decorate  with  wreatha  the  tomb  of 
General  Shrapnel.  At  the  conclualon 
of  the  service  the  band,  accompanied 
by  the  organ,  played  the  'IHolleluJah 
Chorua." 


Better  Wages  and  Hours  in 
Shipyards  Taking  All  Ex- 
perienced Men  From  the 
Mercantile  Marine.

The  shortage  of  seamen  on  this  sea- 
board to  navlKste  the  different  ships 
which  touch  at  Pacific  ports  haa  been 
felt  greatly  duHug  the  last  year  and  Is 
becoming  more  acute  every  day.  Un- 
less the  wages  are  greatly  raised  or 
conscription  of  men  for  the  mercantile 
service  is  brougbt  into  force  It  Is  like- 
ly to  seriously  interfere  with  com- 
merce on  the  hl|?h  aeas.  that  Is,  un- 
less the  masters  of  the  different  ships 
choose  to  become  their  own  crews,  as 
in  the  caae  of  one  who,  after  vainly 
waiting  for  several  weeks  to  sign  up 
a  crew  of  seamen,  took  the  matter  in 
hia  own  hands,  hoisted  sail  and  started 
off  for  Honolulu  with  his  cargo. 
f?tranf?e  to  khv.  ttx'  .'<hip  m.ule  record 
time  to  the  port  of  her  destination  In 
spite  of  the  fact  that  the  captain  was 
the  only  one  on  the  ship  who  knew  the 
starboard  side  from  the  port  side. 

The  shortage  of  seamen  is  attributed 
to  the  great  amount  of  shlpbulldinir  on 
the  coast.  Men  who  are  conversant 
with  sailing  ships  and  the  work  of  re- 
pairing- them  are  Invalualde  in  the  new 
industry  and  can  get  their  $7  a  day  In 
almost  any  wooden  shlp-bulldtng  yard 
on  the  Coast  On  the  other  hand,  the 
usual  wage  paid  for  A.B.'s  on  the  sail- 
ers of  the  PaeifiC  la  ♦«<>  a  month  and 
found. 

Duringr  tlie  past  few  days  two  sailers 
have  been  Idly  swinging  at  anchor  In 
the  Royal  Roads  while  their  masters 
are  scourmg  the  waterfronts  of  the  Pa- 
cific Coast  In  an  endeavor  to  get  crews 
for  them.  Both  ship's,  the  achooner 
Kdward  R.  West  and  the  barque  Otiay- 
tecas,  are  laden  with  lumber  from 
British  Columbia  ports.  Tt  is  rather  an 
expensive  predicament  for  the  firms 
owning  the  vessels,  as  they  are  losing 
time,  which  In  the  shlppisg  World  is 
gold,  22  wat  fine,  at  the  present  time, 
while  the  sailers  are  lazily  floating  on 
the  ripples  Of  the  Straits  of  Juan  de 
Fuca. 

Both  shippers  admit  that  they  see 
no  solution  to  the  problem  unless  the 
crews  come  from  heaven,  as  did  the 
manna  in  Biblical  times.

Under  theae  circumstances  the  least 
that  thoae  dwelling  in  such  favored 
looalitlea  aa  our  own  city  can  do  is, 
following  tba  dletataa  of  patrlotlo  com- 
mon MBM,  to  at  leaat  parsonally  cul- 
tivate a  few  feat  of  grottndl  and  to 
grow  Bome  portion  or  all  of  the  vegt- 
tablea  conaumed  by  thoir  families  and 
themaelvea,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  to 
aubatltute  these  home-trrown  products 
for  whgat.  boof,  bacon  and  other 
artlelaa  wblck  Vital  to  tlia  man  at 
tba  f  roat. 

It  la  pleaalng  to  note  that  laat  year 
VIctorla'a  vacant  lot  cultivation  canj- 
palgn  ranked  fifth  In  all  Canada.  Liet 
tia  thla  year  aim  to  be  first. 

Not  many  of  the  public  appreciate 
tba  areatnoaa  of  the  accontpliahment 
of  tb«  vaeaat  lot  ewltlTatlon  oampalgn 
of  1917.  Rallilila  flffuraa  iadlcata  that 
throughout  tlM  Viilte4  BtatMl  and  Can- 
ada the  produce  of  vaeaat  lot  and  back- 
yard vegetable  gardens  amounted  to  a 
total  value  of  at  least  $400,000,000. 
This  Is  a  very  large  figure  and  amounta 
to  many  times  the  total  agricultural 
produotloB  of  tho  Province  of  Mtitt^k

Canada.  know  better.  Right  here 
there  Vere  hundreds  of  vacant  lots 
absolutely  neglected  and  thousands  of 
indlvldualfl,  worklnK  only  eight  or  nine 
hours  a  day,  many  of  them  with  a  day 
and  a  half  holiday  during  the  week 
who,  bwlag  to  not  being  aufflclently 
ar«t,uaed  to  the  aerlouanesa  of  tho  aitua- 
tlon,  took  no  part  In  the  Ineraaaed  cul- 
tivation campaign.  It  Is  eameatly  to 
be  hoped  that  all  of  these  IndlvldUala 
wlU  assist  this  year,  and  that  all  of 
these  splendid  neglected  vacant  lots 
will  be  brdiHTttt  tinder  ewltlTatlon  thla 
season. 

Every  pound  of  food  that  is  produced 
In  Victoria  durlntr  the  coming  season 
will  save  a  pound  of  food  for  some 
other  Individual  elsewhere  In  the  world. 
We  all  know  something  of  the  straits 
of  Belgium,  for  the  press  haa  kept  the 
need  of  that  country  prominently  be 
fore  tho  publle  ataeo  tiia  outbroak  of 
war,  but  thera  ara  vsry  nu«y  other 
areaa  upon  tha  map  of  Europe  where 
the  need  Is  equally  as  great.  In  the 
last  Issue  of  The  Saturday  Evening 
Post  a  remarkable  letter  from  the 
British  Queen  of  Roumania  to  the  wo 
men  of  America  la  reproduced,  in  which 
appears  thk  following  atriking  aentenoo: 

"My  RoUmanla  haa  been  called  to 
drink  to  the  very  dregs  the  bitterness 
of  war.  Not  only  have  our  brave  men, 
to  the  number  of  some  200,000,  given 
of  their  lives  in  battle,  but  also  their 
homes  and  families — and  especially  tha 
little  children  have  had  to  pay  the 
greater  price  of  continuing  to  live  amid 
such  hunger  and  cold  and  aiekneas  and 
need  aa  are  Incomprehenafble  to  the 
women  of  America." 

I  have  requested  Aid.  Sargent  to  act 
aa  chairman  of  the  increased  produc- 
tfbn  and  food  conservation  committee 
for  the  year  1918,  and  I  beg  to  re- 
quest that  the  cltlsens  will  give  him 
full  and  loyal  support. 

A  war  garden  In  every  back  yard  and 
on  every  vacant  lot  thla  year  In  our 
community  Will  bO  a  ylafblo  tokOQ  of 
patriotism.

Countless  scraps  of  pa pcr^  bearing  in  German,  Polish,  Czech,  and  Slavic  the  words  of 
the  far-oflf  American  President,  arc  being  furtively  passed  from  hand  to  hand  along  the 
German  and  Austrian  battle-lines  and  through  the  mines  and  factories  of  the  Central  Kni- 
pires.  The  despised  and  ridiculed  Bolsheviki,  according  to  U.S.  Senator  Stone,  are  printing 
and  sending  into  Mitteleuropa  these  America^ messages  of  sympathy  for  the  Teutonic  peo- 
ples under  the  autocratic  yoke,  and  the  circulation  of  these  tracts  ma>«^iave  had  its  part  in 
rousing  the  Austrian  and  German  peoples  to  the  brief  protest  of  the  strikes  of  a  few  days 
ago.  Berlin,  at  any  rate,  blamed  America  for  the  strikes,  and  sentenced  two  British  aviators 
to  ten  years  in  jail  for  dropping  the  Wilsonian  gospel  like  manna  from  the  heavens  on  the 
wilderness  of  the  Kaiserdom.

Conadentloua  Objectora 

Sir, — In  reply  to  Mr.  E.  Gulland's 
letttT  of  the  10th  ln»t.,  re  the  dutj 
of  conaclentioua  objectora  to  kins 
and  country  I  wiith  to  say  a  few 
words  in  approval  and  In  dlaappro- 
val  of  Home  of  the  thinsa  h*  haa 
written.  We  a«rea  that  in  ^a  Old 
Taatament  larael  went  out  to  flfht 
under  the  command  of  God.  But 
we  diaacree  when  anyone  tries  to 
brtns  these  laws  to  bear  upun  the 
Gentiles,  for  there  lu  a  ^reat  differ- 
ence between  Jews  under  the  law 
and  Gentiles  under  grace.  It  la  re- 
vealed that  In  the  age  to  come  Christ 
will  wield  the  sword  with  Irresistible 
power,  Psalm  2,  Rev.  2,  v.  2T  until 
all  enemiea  are  put  under  his  feet, 
1  Cor.  16  V.  26.  But  as  we  are  con- 
earned  with  the  present  order  of 
things  let  us  examine  the  citation 
made  by  Mr.  Oulland.  And  It  seems 
as  If  he  haa  been  unfortunate  In 
chooHiiiR  the  paMHiifires  ho  did.  If 
L>uke  21  V.  26  is  taken  to  rnciin  that 
ChrlntianH  should  llKiit  with  the 
sword  how  comes  It  that  the  twelve 
could  only  muster  two  swords  and 
Peter  the  only  one  who  uaed  it  was 
Immedrately  told  to  put  it  away. 
Matt.  26  V.  S3,  with  the  added  warn- 
ing that  all  that  would  take  it  would 
perish  with  It.  A  careful  considera- 
tion will  show  that  Christ  Rave  them 
the  command  to  buy  the  Hwords  In 
order  that  He  iiiiKht  t^^oh  th«m  a 
lasting:  lesnon;  that  HIh  Hervants 
must  not  flght.  This  Is  in  harmony 
with  Jno  II  V.  i*.  where  Jesus  said 
His  kingdom  was  not  of  this  age,  or 
If  it  were,  then  Hta  aervsnta  would 
flght.  It  seems  a  question  of  shall 
we  obey  Christ  or  bow  to  popular 
opinion.  Nor  can  the  question  be 
evaded  by  saying  that  after  His  death 
and  renurrectlon  this  law  did  not  ob- 
tain. Christ  In  giving  His  last  mes- 
sage to  John  In  Patmos  says:  "He 
that  kiUeth  with  the  sword  must  be 
killed  with  the  sword.  Here  is  the 
patience  and  faith  of  the  Saints," 
Rev.  13  V.  10.  And  Paul  aaya:  "The 
weapon*  of  our  warfare  are  not  ear* 
nal,"  2  Cor.  10  V.  4. 

In  regard  to  our  duty  to  king  and 
country  we  realize  It  Is  In  accord- 
ance with'  what  is  written  to  b«  sub- 
ject to  the  powers  that  be.  But  the 
case  In  point  in  that  Christ  has  said 
His  kingdom  Is  not  of  tfils  age,  or 
elae  His  servants  would  fight.  The 
powers  that  be  may  force  Hla  aer- 
vants  to  flght  in  spite  of  this,  and 
then  they  have  no  choice  but  to  re- 
fuse to  obey  them.  This  la  what 
the  apostles  themselves  did  saying 
we  ouRht  to  obey  God  rather  than 
men.  Tho  lives  of  the  apostles  will 
show  them  to  have  been  In  continual 
opposition  to  the  rulers  of  their  day, 
nnd  few  would  say  they  were  In  the 
wrong.  We  put  these  facts  before 
Mr.  Gulland  In  the  sante  friendly 
spirit  that  he  wrote  trusting  the  po- 
altlon  of  the  objector  will  have  been 
made  plainer.

School  Board  Estimator 
Sir, — In  the  report  of  the  School 
Board  a  few  dajra  ago  we  notice  in 
tbair  estlmatea  for  the  current  year 
an  Ittcreaae  of  In  the  neighborhood 
of  t84,t00  over  preceding  years, 
while  the  unfortunate  and  harassing 
circumstances  in  wh|ch  our  city  Is 
floundering  at  present  would  natural- 
ly lead  us  to  look  for  the  very  oppo- 
site— a  considerable  decrease.  In  the 
face  of  i)re8ent  circumstances  most 
thinking  peoule  will  consider  this  as 
"Impudence  personified"  and  another 
of  those  unfortunate  inatanoes  of 
"adding  Inault  to  Injury."  With  the 
Mqtttaieton  of  new  blood  on  the 
beard,  however,  the  public,  natund- 
ly  enough,  expected  better  results, 
but  the  very  opposite  haa  proven  the 


case,  which  of  conraa  force*  the  con- 
clusion that  a  grievous  mistake  was 
made  In  the  selection  at  the  laat 
election. 

I  read  In  your  Sunday's  issue  a  re« 
port  of  the  Duncan  Board  of  TradJ 
wherein  It  la  *tatMl  that  that  *plen- 
dld  farming  district  will  not  be  able 
to  produce  within  60  per  cent  of  pre- 
vious years,  owing  to  the  lack  of 
farm  help.  Instead  of  an  enormouH 
Increase  demanded  and  expected  to 
satisfy  the  greatly  Increased  demand, 
and  goes  on  to  suggest  as  a  remedy 
the  advisability  of  closing  down,  or 
making  extended  vac*,tlon*.  in^  tho 
schooU,  encouraging  the  pupils  to  go 
to  work  on  the  land. 

Thia  suggestion  cflght  v9»  aptly 
apply  to  boya  and  girls  and  ibaclierH 
alike,  with  probably  greater  advan- 
tage to  all  concerned  and  particular- 
ly to  themselves  for  all  practical  pur- 
poseti. 

Indeed,  sir,  this  leads  to  the  sug- 
gestion as  to  whether  It  would  not  be 
a  wise  proceeding  to  close  down  the 
schools  entirely  for  a  period  of  one 
or  two  years,  and  thus  relieve  the 
city,  pr  the  taxpayers,  of  that  enor- 
mous expense,  which  could  be  '<.p- 
plled  towards  the  liquidation  of  those 
tiresome,  ever  nresent  and  worrylnjf 
delinquent  taxes,  bo  difficult  of  oolu- 
tlon.  Home  may  say  this  scheme  Is 
too  drastic,  or  too  extreme,  but,  sir. 
It  is  no  more  so  than  Is  the  plight  or 
condition  that  calls  for,  or  makes 
such  a  course  necessary.  Drastic  or 
extreme  action  Is  needed  and  needed 
quickly.  I  am  bound  to  e«t»resH  th<j 
dplnlon  that  greater  and  more  last- 
ing good  will  come  from  taking  this 
course  than  by  going  on  .is  we  were.

sir,— It  would  be  of  IBtsrsst  to  many 
reople  If  the  editor  of  your  evening 
;ontemporary  would  now  explain  his 
oft  repeated  statements  to  the  effect 
that  the  revolution  In  RuBsla  was  the 
very  best  thing  that  could  happen  to 
that  country.  Shortly  after  the  re- 
volution broke  out  this  statement  was 
several  time  made  in  the  editorial 
columns  of  that  paper,  the  writer 
evidently  trying  to  induce  some  of  his 
readers  to  believe  that  Socialism  in  Its 
most  iniquitous  form  was  the  thing  for 
Russia.  Events  have  proved  that  these 
remarks  are  the  merest  piffle  and  must 
have  been  nuide  by  a  man  of  restricted 
vision.

—  The 
Union  Steamahip  Co.,  which  plies  a 
servioe  of  eleven  steamers  in  the  Brit- 
ish Columbia  coaat  service,  was  yes- 
terday granted  an  extetudon  of  charter 
powers  by  Chief  Justice  Hunter  on  an 
application  made  C.  B.  McNeill.  K.C.. 
ooUnsel  for  the  company. 

The  company,  which  was  reorgan- 
ise^^ln  1910  with  a  capital  of  11,000,- 
000.  of  which  over  $600,000  has  been 
paid  up,  has  been  conducting  a  suc- 
oesofttl  carrying  business.  In  its  pr- 
tltlon  It  la  alleged  that  the  company 
often  has  large  sums  of  money  on 
hand,  but  Iibk  lieen  handicapped  be- 
casue  it  has,  in  Ita  orifclnal  charter, 
no  powers  to  lend  or  Invest  money.
